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Pinoleville 

gets funds to 
remove trash 
from its land

The Pinoleville Pomo Nation will receive 
more than $80,000 in grant funds from the 
California Integrated Waste Management 
Board to clean up trash dumped at three 
sites. 

The nation will receive $81,800 in grant 
funds to help clean up more than 1,000 
cubic yards of trash that has been illegally 
dumped on its property. 

The tribe believes the trash was left by 
trespassers and the land’s previous owners. 
The waste includes: household waste, con- 
struction debris, agricultural waste, industri- 
al waste drums and tires. 

The trash is a hazard for both tribal mem- 
bers and wildlife as well as threatening 
ground water, which runs only eight feet 
below the surface, and Ackerman Creek, 
which is 50 feet from two of the dump sites. 

Additionally, some of the trash is on the 
Native Garden site, which is used to grow 
food for the tribe and on two other sites that 
are fallow but where the tribe plans to put up 
greenhouses for environmental education. 

Once the garbage has been removed,

Musharraf says state of emergency 
saved Pakistan from destruction 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) President Pervez 
Musharraf lifted a 6-week-old state of emergency Saturday, 
telling a skeptical nation the crackdown was to save Pakistan 
from a conspiracy rather than ensure his own political survival. 

But Musharraf also made clear he would keep a tight lid on 
dissent, entrenching limits he imposed under the emergency 
including strict curbs on press freedom and the replacement of 
independent-minded judges with jurists friendlier to the U.S.- 
backed leader. Opponents have said the changes set the stage 
for national elections next month to be rigged, and have threat- 
ened to hold mass demonstrations. 

Musharraf said in a nationally televised speech that the emer- 
gency helped slow the spread of Islamic militancy but the coun- 
try still faces a “grave situation” with the approach of Jan. 8 
parliamentary elections that will determine who will form the 
next government. 

He said unnamed conspirators had hatched a plot with mem- 
bers of the judiciary to derail the country’s transition to democ- 
racy, and he warned political parties to avoid stirring up trouble. 

“Against my will, as a last resort, I had to impose the emer- 
gency in order to save Pakistan,” Musharraf said. “I cannot tell 
how much pain the nation and I suffered due to this conspira-

U.N. conference adopts plan 
to negotiate new global warming pact 


BALL, Indonesia (AP) — Two weeks of international climate 
talks marked by bitter disagreements and angry accusations cul- 
minated Saturday in a last-minute U.S. compromise and an 
agreement to adopt a blueprint for fighting global warming by 
2009. Now comes the hard part. 

Delegates from nearly 190 nations must fix goals for indus- 
trialized nations to cut their greenhouse gas emissions while 
helping developing countries cut their own emissions and adapt 
to rising temperatures. 

Negotiators also will consider ways to encourage developing 
countries to protect their rapidly dwindling forests — which 
absorb carbon dioxide. 

“This is the beginning, not the end,” U.N. Secretary-General 
Ban Ki-moon told The Associated Press following the con- 
tentious climate conference, which stretched into an extra day. 
“We will have to engage in more complex, long and difficult 
negotiations.” 

Those gathering on the resort island of Bali were charged 
with launching negotiations to replace the Kyoto Protocol, 
which expires in 2012. What they decide in the next two years 
will help determine how much the world warms in the decades 
to come.

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Storm with possibility of foot of snow 
spreads through Ohio Valley 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — Snow fell from the Plains across the 
Midwest on Saturday, accumulating as much as a foot in places, 
as the second wintry storm in a week barreled through on its 
way to New England. 

Tens of thousands of people still had no electricity since the 
first storm slammed Oklahoma, Kansas and Missouri earlier in 
the week. That storm was blamed for at least 38 deaths, mostly 
in traffic accidents. 

Winter storm warnings and watches extended Saturday from 
Missouri across parts of Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, New York, Vermont, New Hampshire and Maine, 
the National Weather Service said. As much as 15 inches of 
snow was forecast in sections of southern Michigan, with 10 
inches possible in Detroit. 

Snow started falling early in the afternoon in Pittsburgh but 
was expected to change to rain and freezing rain. 

“We’ll have a little bit of everything before the night is over,” 
said Bill Drzal, a Weather Service meteorologist in Pittsburgh. 


Justice Dept. wants courts, Congress 
to stay out of probe into CIA tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The controversy over destroyed 
CIA interrogation tapes is shaping up as a turf battle involving 
the courts, Congress and the White House, with the Bush 
administration telling its constitutional coequals to stay out of 
the investigation. 

The Justice Department says it needs time and the freedom 
to probe the destruction of hundreds of hours of recordings of 
two suspected terrorists. After Attorney General Michael 
Mukasey refused congressional demands for information 
Friday, the Justice Department filed late-night court documents 
urging a federal judge not to begin his own inquiry. 

The administration argued it was not obligated to preserve 
the videotapes and told U.S. District Judge Henry H. Kennedy 
that demanding information about them “could potentially 
complicate the ongoing efforts to arrive at a full factual under- 
standing of the matter.” 

The documents represent the first time the government has 
addressed the issue in court. In the papers, acting Assistant 
Attorney General Jeffrey S. Bucholtz said Kennedy lacked 
jurisdiction and he expressed concern that the judge might order 
CIA officials to testify. 

Congressional inquiries and criminal investigations fre- 
quently overlap and it is not uncommon for the Justice 
Department to ask lawmakers to ease off. The request for the 
court to stand down is more unusual. Judges take seriously even 
the suggestion that evidence was destroyed, but they also are 
reluctant to wade into political debates.

Grover said the small band 
of volunteers who give their 
time to the cause first fills the 
boxes with canned food 
items. 

“We have to wait until the 
perishables get here on 
Christmas Eve morning to 
put the turkeys, butter, milk, 
eggs and apples in there,” she 
said. “We don’t put those in 
until the last minute.” 

Grover said that of the 
3,500 children who receive 
gifts because of the group’s 
efforts, some may be 
disappointed if they decided 
to shoot the moon when 
filling out their forms. 

“Some kids ask for 
computers and iPods and 
outrageous things,” she said. 
“We’ve never had anything 
like that that’s been donated, 
but there’s no harm in trying. 
If someone did donate 
something like that to us, 
they’d be the ones to get it.” 

Grover said that after the 
food is taken care of, the 
wrapped toys each child has 
requested are tucked into the 
boxes and hand-delivered 
throughout the area. 

“Every child gets a nicer 
gift and a lesser gift,” she 
said. “We deliver all the gifts 
to the fire stations in Potter 
Valley, Redwood Valley and 
Hopland. Then they can 
come pick them up there. 
Redwood Valley gets the 
most. For the people who live 
in town, we hand-deliver 
them.”

Grover said the application 
process for most families 
who wish to participate 
begins with the Ukiah 
Unified School District. 

“Applications are sent 
through the (UUSD),” she 
said. “They have to qualify 
financially. There are a few 
that come through churches 
and private citizens because 
some families have children 
who aren’t in school. We 
don’t accept (applications) 
from adults without children 
unless they are disabled or a 
senior citizen.” 

Volunteer Dana 
Froneberger said she brought 
her daughter and her 
daughter’s friend to volunteer 
for the effort to teach them 
about what Christmas is like 
for those who are less 
fortunate. 

“T never realized how early 
they started,” she said, as she 
wrapped the small present in 
front of her. “I think it’s 
important to teach kids to be 
charitable.” 

Grover said that feedback 
from recipients is rare and 
that most of the satisfaction 
she derives from it comes 
from the preparation of the 
gifts. 

“We’ve had people who 
have told us that 20 years ago 
they wouldn’t have had a 
Christmas if it weren’t for the 
Christmas Effort,” she said. 
“T really enjoy doing this.”

Ukiah’s public school students are holding their own in compari- 
son with the academic performance of students in school districts 
throughout the state and nation, according to test scores released 
by the Ukiah Unified School District. 

High school students taking the Scholastic Aptitude Test con- 
tinued to perform better than the national norm, test results show. 

Scores on the 1981-82 California Assessment Program test, 
taken by students in three grades, show that third graders per- 
formed “very well” and achieved “excellent” increases over the 
past three years, particularly in writing and math skills, according 
to Deputy Superintendent Don De Martini. 

While making a strong showing against other third graders in 
the state, the Ukiah Unified School District’s third graders per- 
formed 10 to 20 points above the national norm in the areas tested 
- reading, writing and math.

ting married?” Usually the 
inquirer is interested in know- 
ing this information so that 
she can wear something local 
and traditional, but different 
from the usual white gown 
and veil at her own wedding. 
The short answer to this ques- 
tion is that traditional wedding 
dress for a Pomo Indian 
woman would currently be 
illegal. Given our local warm 
climate conditions, more of 
the bride’s body was dis- 
played than we now deem 
appropriate. 

Questions in a similar vein 
concern variations on a theme 
— “What is the Pomo Indian 
name for the sun? the moon? 
the sea? redwood trees? a 
hawk?, etc. etc. Usually, after 
further inquiries on my part, I 
find out that they are asking 
because they would like to 
name something — their boat, 
their cabin, their dog, a paint- 
ing, a doll, a child. What few 
of the questioners realize is 
that there is no single Pomo 
Indian language, but rather 


there are seven different 
Pomoan languages — Northern 
Pomo, Southern Pomo, 
Southwestern or Kashaya 
Pomo, Eastern Pomo, 
Southeastern Pomo, 
Northeastern Pomo, and 


Central Pomo. They are all 
related languages, as French is 
related to Spanish, but mutu- 
ally unintelligible. Each lan- 
guage is spoken by Pomo peo- 
ples living in different geo- 
graphical areas, so one first 
needs to know the language 
spoken where they currently 
live. Depending on which par- 
ticular Pomoan language that 
is, it will be harder or easier to 
find the requested informa- 
tion.

known speakers and little 
available written information. 
Other Pomoan languages are 
still used today and have more 
extensive vocabulary lists and 
grammars. However, what 
seems a straightforward ques- 
tion, on the surface, has turned

Then there are the ques- 
tions about the museum’s 
namesake, artist Grace Car- 
penter Hudson. Is she still 
alive? No, she died in 1937. 
Where did she die? In her bed- 
room in the Sun House. What 
were her favorite foods? We

There are several possible 
answers, but we do not know 
the correct one, and would not 
have the temerity to ask her, 
even if we could contact her 
spirit. Is the Sun House haunt- 
ed? No, we do not think it is, 


or if so, at least not by any 
angry ghosts. 

Come by and visit the 
museum this holiday season, 
enjoy seeing the Sun House 
decorated for Christmas and 
feel free to ask us any ques- 
tions you want.

The New Year is a time for 
ringing out the old and ringing 
in the new. Everyone knows 
that Jerry’s T.V. doesn’t live 
here anymore. Many of us 
have noticed building owner 
Lisa Mammina transforming 
Jerry’s place over the past few 
years.

thought, ‘Wow!’” 

So far, the cooperative, 
which operates with fees from 
participating artists, has 15 
members and is seeking five 
more. According to Gordon, 
the group’s co-president, there 
is an initial membership cost 
plus a monthly fee. 

“Everybody has to work,” 
she explains. “Artists will be 
putting down flooring, build- 
ing pedestals and installing 
lighting. It’s a cooperative so 
each artist will work a shift to 
keep the gallery open.” 

What sounds like a huge 
workload will pay off when 


the artists’ visions are real- 
ized. 

“We want to show art, sell 
art, and very much teach art, 
especially to children,” 
Gordon says. “We want to let 
people feel comfortable with 
art.” 

The layout of Jerry’s T.V. 
seems a perfect match for 
these goals. It’s a large space 
with room for a gallery in the 
front and a working studio in 
the rear. Artists will do 
demonstrations and teach in 
the studio area, which will be 
completely open to view from 
the exhibit space. Gordon 
envisions a big comfy sofa in 
the middle of it all. 

The new space, growing 
membership and the generosi- 
ty of founding patron Laura 
Fogg is getting the Art Center 
off the ground. The group 
plans to open in the New Year 
-- on Valentine’s Day. Susan 
Gordon admits, though, that 
with high start-up costs, the 
Center needs additional sup- 
port before taking wing. She’s 
looking for others to join Fogg 
in becoming founding 
patrons. And, those last five 
memberships remain to be 
filled.

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Senate passes bill aimed at helping those caught in mortgage crisis

WASHINGTON The 
Senate moved against the wors- 
ening mortgage crisis Friday, 
voting to make it easier for 
thousands of homeowners with 
ballooning interest rates to refi- 
nance into federally insured 
loans. 

The legislation, approved 
93-1, would allow the Federal 
Housing Administration to back 
refinanced loans for borrowers 
who are delinquent on pay- 
ments because their mortgages 
are resetting to sharply higher 
rates from low initial “teaser” 
levels. 

The bill also tries to make 
FHA loans more attractive than 
risky subprime loans by accept- 
ing lower down payments and 
expanding the eligibility for 
counseling for homeowners 
having difficulty with their 
mortgage payments. 

An estimated 2 million to 2.5 
million adjustable-rate mort- 
gages are scheduled to reset in 
the next year, jumping to much 
steeper rates that could cost bor- 
rowers their homes. The wave 
could crest during the presiden- 
tial and congressional election 
campaigns next year, and politi- 
cians have been wrestling with 
what the government’s 
response should be. 

The Senate’s proposed 
changes are especially impor- 
tant now, given the credit crisis 
that has made it much more dif- 
ficult and more expensive for 
people to refinance or get 
financing to buy a home. 
Private lenders have been reluc- 
tant to make new loans. 

Allowing the federal govern- 
ment to insure more and bigger 
loans should help provide some 
relief and ease the credit crunch. 

The Senate’s plan would 
give homeowners “the option 
of refinancing to an FHA- 
backed loan with the peace of 
mind that comes with it,” said 
Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, D-Nev. “And for future 
homebuyers, a fully backed 


FHA loan with honest, upfront 
terms, will help prevent crises 
like we now face.” 

Modernizing the FHA is 
Congress’ first attempt at stand- 
alone legislation to ease the 
subprime mortgage mess. The 
House passed a bill similar to 
the Senate’s back in September, 
but a final measure probably 
won't be ready for President 
Bush’s signature until next year. 

Meanwhile, the White 
House last week announced it 
had negotiated an agreement 
with mortgage companies to 
freeze interest rates for certain 
subprime mortgages for five 
years. 

White House press secretary 
Dana Perino said the Senate bill 
“would give FHA some of the 
additional flexibility it needs to 
provide more families with a 
safe, affordable mortgage 
financing option.” She said, 
however, that the president still 
has some concerns about the 
bill. 

The Senate bill raises the 
maximum mortgage the FHA 
can insure in high-cost areas 
like California and the 
Northeast from $362,790 to 
$417,000 — the same level as 
loans backed by Fannie Mae 
and Freddie Mac. 

The House would raise the 
maximum mortgage to 
$729,750 in high-cost areas, 
with the higher limit a point of 
contention between the House, 
Senate and the White House. 

The Senate bill would also 
lower the FHA down payment 
requirement from 3 percent to 
1.5 percent, depending on an 
assortment of factors, and make 
it easier for FHA loans to be 
used to buy condos. 

“It is good before the 
Christmas season we have 
made a down payment on the 
solution to this problem,” said 
Sen. Mel Martinez, R-Fla. 

The legislation will help the 
FHA “be a source of salvation 
for those families who were 
tricked into unaffordable 
loans,” said Sen. Charles

“With the mortgage market 
already in turmoil as a result of 
too many mortgages being 
made available to those who 
cannot afford them, now is not 
the time to relax standards even 
further and make taxpayers 
liable if borrowers default,” Kyl 
spokesman Ryan Patmintra 
said. 

Many homeowners have 
been looking for help from the 
government this year. Of the 
nearly 3 million subprime 
adjustable-rate loans surveyed 
by the Mortgage Bankers 
Association in the third quarter, 
a record 18.81 percent of them 
were past due. A record 4.72 
percent of the loans entered into

the foreclosure process during 
that period. 

Modernizing the FHA “will 
have an immediate impact help- 
ing some distressed borrowers 
who are having trouble paying 
their current mortgages avoid 


foreclosure,” said David G. 
Kittle, the association’s chair- 
man-elect. 

The nonpartisan 


Congressional Budget Office 
estimated that the Senate’s 
changes would result in an 8 
percent increase in FHA loans 
— $4 billion annually in addi- 
tional loan guarantees — over 
the next five years. 

The agency, which has pro- 
vided mortgage insurance since 
1934, currently insures 3.7 mil- 


lion mortgages. 

The FHA has been pushing 
Congress for years for the abili- 
ty to guarantee more loans, say- 
ing the size of mortgages the 
government agency can back is 
often too small to attract bor- 
rowers in expensive areas. As a 
result, FHA’s share of the sin- 
gle-family mortgage market has 
dropped to about 4 percent, 
down from 19 percent more 
than 10 years ago. 

But most of the increase 
would not come from people in 
high-cost areas, the CBO said, 
but in the less expensive hous- 
ing markets, where maximum 
mortgages would be going up 
from $200,160 to $271,050.

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When conservation isn’t conservation 


In the 1990s at the beginning of the 
northcoast’s Second Big Grape Boom the 
local Wine Industry told us that they were 
conserving water by using drip irrigation 
instead of overhead spraying like con- 
ventional fruit growers still do. 
Everything else being the same, drip irri- 
gation certainly uses less water than 
overhead spraying. But that’s not all there 
is to it. 

Drip irrigation or no, the grape grow- 
ers continued to build bigger and bigger 
ponds to irrigate more and more 
grapevines. Most of the water right appli- 
cations for these ponds said “frost protec- 
tion” not drip irrigation. 

But the ponds are obviously for both 
frost protection and drip irrigation. 

As long as you keep the size below 50 
acre feet of water storage per pond there’s 
no permit of any kind from any govern- 
ment agency required. And 50-acre feet is 
a huge pond. You are supposed to apply 
to the County’s Planning and Building 
Department for a permit exemption say- 
ing that you want to build a pond smaller 
than 50 acre feet, but nobody checks to 
see what size you actually dig nor how 
much water goes into the pond nor where 
the water in the pond comes from. 

Technically, you’re not supposed to 
store water pumped directly from a river 
or stream and you’re not supposed to 
build your pond in the middle of a 
stream. But once the water is in the pond, 
all you have to do is say, “Oh, that’s run- 
off,” and who’s to argue? 

But is drip irrigation really conserving 
water? Is it even irrigation? 

You may have noticed that most of the 
newer vineyards going in these days are 
what can be called “wall-to-wall” vine- 
yards. Every plantable patch of dirt has 
vines on it. Sometimes the vines are even 
on the boundary fence. 

Older vineyards, both in the US and in 
Europe, were dry farmed. They were not 
planted in the new industrial style which 
uses very narrow rows between the vines 
which are planted on every possible acre. 
Many of the old vineyards are dry farmed 
without any irrigation because, as vines 
naturally mature, they developed long tap 
roots down more than ten feet to take 
their water from the ground. 

But, of course, that approach will only 
sustain so many vines per acre. If you 
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jam your vines into every nook and cran- 
ny of your vineyard acreage the vines 
will compete for available underground 
water and none will get enough. 

Solution: drip irrigation. 

A UC Davis viticulture and enology 
professor named Larry Williams has 
changed the face of viticulture in recent 
years and his ideas are being widely 
accepted. Williams recommends that drip 
irrigation be used not to conserve water 
but to maximize output and control the 
growth of the vines with artificial injec- 
tions of chemical-laced water. 

Williams’ recommendations have 
become standard industry practice in 
recently planted vineyards making the 
new grapevines very dependent on the 
drip. 

Using Williams” method, “riparian 
rootstock” is planted very densely with 
roots that are specially developed and 
selected to be shallow, not deep tap roots 
like old-style vines. 

With shallow roots, vineyard man- 
agers can plant lots more grapevines per 
acre because these high density industrial 
vineyards don’t need tap roots -- they are 
watered with pond water and the ripening 
process can be carefully manipulated and 
ripened with the amount of water or 
chemicals applied. 

Vineyard managers can apply special 
growth accelerators, as well as pesticides 
and insecticides via the water carefully 
dripped on the vines. 

In Europe, where most grapes have 
been dry-farmed on very old vineyards, 
450-500 vines per acre are common. 
Some people think of these gracious old- 
style vineyards as romantic and quaint. 

But in the last few years the produc- 
tion of wine is about as romantic as the 
production of a bottle of Coca Cola. 

Under the Williams method of dense 
planting, artificial watering and chemi- 
calization, vintners can cram up to 2,500 
vines onto an acre, producing much 
greater tonnages of grapes per acre and 


paying off their expensive vineyard 
development loans sooner. 

Thus, the modern production vineyard 
makes money, unless, of course, there's a 
grape glut, which happens every few 
years. Gluts push marginal growers out 
of business. And they are likely to be 
more frequent under these new high- 
intensity vineyard management practices. 

Shallow riparian rootstock is also 
known to be much more vulnerable to 
disease such as phylloxera because shal- 
low-rooted vines are right at the depth 
where the deadly nematode likes them. 
This, in turn requires more pesticide. 

The huge new vineyard ponds that we 
see cropping up all over the County -- 
which taken together capture more creek 
water than a dam would -- are an essen- 
tial element of the wall-to-wall grape 
plantings in the recently developed vine- 
yards. 

In fact, these new vineyards are 
designed not to conserve water but to 
require much more water -- water that is 
becoming scarce everywhere on the 
Northcoast. 

Further, if you can produce wine 
grapes with pond water like you can keep 
an ICU patient alive with a drip, you can 
plant more grapes, on steeper slopes and 
in areas with dryer climates, demanding 
even greater amounts of water to keep 
them going. 

What was once thought of as conser- 
vation has become anything but. 

And there's almost no regulation or 
restriction on any of it because, even 
though the product being generated is 
nothing more than another of the expen- 
sive intoxicants that Americans can't get 
enough of, it's considered to be “agricul- 
ture,” just like apples or potatoes. 

But, as Deputy County Counsel Frank 
Zotter recently said when he was trying 
to force the Point Arena Parrot Breeding 
People off their tiny coastal acreage after 
they claimed that raising parrots was 
agriculture, “Mendocino County defines 
agriculture as the production of food or 
fiber.” 

Since wine is neither food nor fiber, 
why is making it considered “agricul- 
ture”? 

If wine making is agriculture, so is 
marijuana growing.

Winfield Sales Company located on the 
Cowley County Fair Grounds of Winfield, 
Kansas. Like most such places, inside the 
building there were several livestock pens and 
runways where the animals were driven from 
place to place for potential buyers to examine. 
The building actually had two levels, with one 
level above where the steers could be driven 
for exhibition, and another level below it 
where there was a different livestock arena sur- 
rounded by a semi-circle of seats. 

At about 1 p.m., as Mrs. Guthrie was chat- 
ting with friends while seated in the chairs in 
the lower arena, there was a sudden commo- 
tion and loud noise overhead. Bits of plaster 
and debris began to fall from the ceiling onto 
her and some of the other patrons. And then the 
ceiling suddenly gave way as a six hundred 
pound steer fell onto to Mrs. Guthrie, knocking 
her unconscious, flattening her chair and, 
according to the lawsuit she later filed, causing 
her serious, permanent injuries. 

When the case got into court, Mrs. Guthrie’s 
attorney argued that this was a classic case for 
the court to apply a legal doctrine known as 
“res ipsa loquitur,” a Latin term that is normal- 
ly translated “the thing speaks for itself.” Each

state, including Kansas, uses a slightly differ- 
ent formulation, but basically it’s grounded in 
the notion that in some cases one party’s negli- 
gence is so obvious that it doesn’t require the 
plaintiff -- here, Mrs. Guthrie -- to do much 
more than present the facts and let the court or 
jury decide how much the plaintiff is entitled to 
recover. 

Well she had some nerve! Not only did the 
livestock company not think that this was an 
appropriate case for res ipsa oquitur, they did- 
n’t think they’d done anything wrong at all. 
They asked the court to dismiss Mrs. Guthrie’s 
case, and when the trial court refused, appealed 
to the Kansas Supreme Court. 

The steer that made the dramatic entrance 
into the lower arena where Mrs. Guthrie had 
been sitting apparently broke free of the nor- 
mal area for livestock exhibition on the second 
floor and had gotten into another area where 


its weight. The livestock arena’s proprietors 
argued that, hey, no one could have foreseen 
that this animal had any particular ‘wanderlust’ 
tendencies -- nor could anyone have foreseen 
that, if a steer escaped from custody, that any- 
one might get hurt. 

Quick now -- when was the last time that 
you were sitting somewhere chatting amiably 
and a 600 lb. steer fell on you? 

Well, like the lower court, the Kansas 
Supreme Court didn’t see it that way. At the 
least, that court said, a judge or jury should 
review the facts to decide whether it was an 
appropriate case for res ipsa oquitur... but that 
Mrs. Guthrie was certainly entitled to a trial. 
Sadly, the results of that proceeding are not 
recorded -- but it’s likely that she and her hus- 
band ended up getting free steaks for many 
years to come. 

The res ipsa loquitur doctrine also applies in 
federal court, as was also used in a case coinci- 
dentally decided around the same time. It 
involved a fellow named Leonard Goodwin, 
who sued the federal government because of 
what happened when he was out ‘oystering’ on 
January 25, 1955 near the North Carolina 
coast.

above’ and sank in less than 10 minutes. 
Goodwin clung to a piece of the wreckage in 
bitterly cold water all that day and through the 
night until he was finally rescued around 9 the 
next morning. 

It happened that there was a Marine Corps 
base nearby and aircraft from the base were 
engaged in practice bombing runs at the pre- 
cise time Goodwin’s boat was sunk. His attor- 
ney argued that one of the missiles went astray 
and struck the boat. Although no one could 
prove that one of the bombs had done so, the 
damage to the wreck, along with the absence of 
any other explanation, led the federal district 
court to award Goodwin damages -- based, 
once again, on the res ipsa doctrine. 

Now, it may have been that there was more 
need for the res ipsa doctrine back in the 1950s. 
In those days, it was harder for plaintiffs to win 
cases than it is in our litigation-happy world 
today. 

Or -- maybe there were just more things 
falling on people from above in the 1950s than 
there are today.

Warriors defeat Lakers

OAKLAND — Though 
Kobe Bryant might be the 
NBA’s best player, nobody 
does showtime like Baron 
Davis. 

And the Lakers superstar 
had a front-row seat while 
Davis stole a win for his 
Warriors. 

Davis put his usual game- 
breaking flair on the decisive 
3-pointer with 16.8 seconds to 
play, and Golden State roared 
from behind in the final min- 
utes to snap a nine-game los- 
ing streak to Los Angeles with 
a 108-106 victory Friday 
night. 

Davis had eight of his 22 
points and a remarkable assist 
in the final 3:19 for the 
Warriors, who fed off of a 
playoff-worthy sellout crowd 
of more than 20,000 fans in 
yellow T-shirts to beat Los 
Angeles for just the second 
time in 16 meetings. 

Bryant scored 21 points for 
the Lakers before injuring his 
quadriceps or groin with 
about 2 1/2 minutes to play, 
forcing him to sit out the two 
possessions in which the 
Warriors rallied. 

“We kept our composure. 
We kept fighting in that hud- 
dle,” Davis said while 
scrolling through congratula- 
tory e-mails at his locker. “We 


stuck together when things 
weren't going great. That's 
huge for us.”

Russell hadn’t even signed 
a contract with Oakland by 
the time the first game was 
played in his rookie season 
and has yet to start for the 
Raiders. 

So while Manning is set to 
make his 158th straight regu- 
lar-season start for the Colts 
(11-2) on Sunday, Russell will 
make his second cameo 
appearance for a few series as 
Josh McCown’s sub for the 
Raiders (4-9). 

Colts running back Joseph 
Addai, a teammate of 
Russell’s at LSU, is in the 
unique role of having played 
with both quarterbacks. While 
Russell lacks Manning’s the- 
atrics calling audibles or 
directing his teammates, 
Addai sees some similarities 
in their leadership skills. 

“You know, what, it’s just 
like a math problem,” Addai 
said. “You could work the 
problem out a lot of ways and 
still get the same answer. 
Peyton has a different way of 
going about it and JaMarcus 
has a different way of going 
about it, but they still get the 
job done and that’s what you 
love about them.” 

Russell has had only 16 
plays this season, leading two 
drives two weeks ago against 
Denver. He was kept out in 
the cold in Green Bay last 
week, but coach Lane Kiffin 
plans to use him in a reserve 
role again this week. 

Kiffin said he’ll let the 
action dictate when he uses 
Russell, which is just fine 
with the young quarterback 
who admitted he might get 
anxious if he knew all day 
when he would be put into the 
game. 

“If you know ahead of 
time, you have a lot of time to 
think about what’s going to 
happen, how are you going to 
do this?” Russell said. “I’d 
rather if he’s going to tell me, 
tell me when it’s almost time 
to play. As long as I prepare 
myself the way I am, Pll be 
fine.” 

Russell has followed 
Manning’s career for years. 
Tee Martin, who grew up in 
Russell’s hometown of 
Mobile, Ala., was Manning’s 
backup at Tennessee.

For every Manning or Troy 
Aikman who became Super 
Bowl-winning franchise quar- 
terbacks, there have also been 
busts such as Tim Couch and 
David Carr. 

Manning’s success is most- 
ly attributed to his great skill 
and work ethic. But the Colts 
have also done such a master- 
ful job of building an offense 
around their franchise quarter- 
back that Kiffin hopes to emu- 


job since then of building an 
offense around Manning, who 
has played for only one offen- 
sive coordinator (Tom Moore) 
in his NFL career. The Colts 
traded Marshall Faulk after 
Manning’s rookie season and 
then drafted Edgerrin James 
to replace him. 

When James left as a free 
agent following the 2005 sea- 
son, the Colts replaced him 
with another first-rounder, 
Addai. 

They drafted receiver 
Reggie Wayne in the first 
round in 2001 to team with 
another first-round pick, 
Marvin Harrison, as one the 
game’s top receiving duos. 
Tight end Dallas Clark was a 
first-round pick in 2005 and 
receiver Anthony Gonzalez 
was the team’s top pick this 
year. 

“T think they’ve done it 
perfectly as far as they’ve got- 
ten star players around him,” 
Kiffin said. “For the most 
part, they’ ve been able to keep 
those guys and keep them in 
place so he has the same guys 
and continue to develop the 
guys. As soon as they need 
something else, they go out 
and just like this year, they 
went out and got a third wide- 
out.” 

The Colts have been a 
model franchise with 
Manning, Dungy and team 
president Bill Polian. A win 
this week would make them 
the first team in league history 
to post five straight 12-win 
seasons, and it would wrap up 
a fifth straight AFC South 
title. 

While most of the attention 
is on New England’s bid for 
an undefeated season, the 
Colts are starting to peak at 
the right time to defend their 
Super Bowl title.

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Dodgers agree to 3-year, $35.2 mil- 
lion contract with Kuroda

LOS ANGELES — Fulfilling one of their 
major offseason goals, the Los Angeles 
Dodgers agreed to terms with Japanese free- 
agent right-hander Hiroki Kuroda on a three- 
year, $35.2 million contract. 

Kuroda, who turns 33 in February, passed a 
physical examination on Saturday and will be 
introduced Sunday at a Dodger Stadium news 
conference. 

“Kuroda was arguably the best starting 
pitcher on the free-agent market and will be a 
great addition to our staff,” Dodgers general 
manager Ned Colletti said. “There was a lot of 
competition for a pitcher of his ilk, and we're 
thrilled that he’s chosen to become a Dodger 
and to make Los Angeles his home.” 

Colletti has said throughout the offseason 
that adding a starting pitcher was a top priori- 
ty. By signing a free agent instead of making a 
trade, the Dodgers didn’t have to give up any 
of their highly regarded young players. 

The Seattle Mariners, Arizona 
Diamondbacks and Kansas City Royals were 
among the teams bidding for Kuroda’s ser- 
vices. 

Kuroda spent the past 11 seasons with the 
Hiroshima Toyo Carp of the Japanese Central 
League, where he had a 103-89 record and 
3.69 ERA in 271 games. He went 12-8 with a 
3.56 ERA in 26 games last season, working 
seven complete games. 

A native of Osaka, Kuroda made the 


Japanese All-Star team in each of the past three 
seasons. He had his best year in 2006, going 
13-6 with a league-leading 1.85 ERA in 26 
games. He had a league-leading 15 victories 
the previous year, and was a member of the 
bronze medal-winning Japanese Olympic team 
in 2004. 

Kuroda is friends with All-Star Dodgers 
closer Takashi Saito, and the two are repre- 
sented in Japan by the same sports agency. 
Saito joined the Dodgers before the 2006 sea- 
son. 

Colletti said last week he hadn’t seen 
Kuroda pitch in person, but added: “The right 
people have seen him. What do I like about 
him? He’s a good pitcher. He has some of the 
great attributes we admire in a pitcher.” 

Kuroda, a 6-foot-1, 190-pounder, will 
become the seventh Japanese player in Dodger 
history. Earlier this month, the team announced 
the signing of right-hander Robert Boothe, the 
club’s first amateur signing from Japan. 

Kuroda figures to join right-handers Brad 
Penny, Derek Lowe and Chad Billingsley in 
the Los Angeles starting rotation. 

Among others competing for starting jobs 
will be right-hander Jason Schmidt, who 
signed a three-year, $47 million contract last 
winter, and right-hander Esteban Loaiza. 
Schmidt made only six starts before undergo- 
ing season-ending shoulder surgery last June, 
and Loaiza, claimed off waivers from Oakland 
on Aug. 29, is under contract for $6.5 million 
next year.

Huckabee’s record on 
women’s rights scrutinized

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. — Republican Mike Huckabee's 
record on women’s rights is coming under increased scrutiny, 
including his endorsement of the Southern Baptist 
Convention’s stance that women should “submit graciously” to 
their husbands and his opposition to sending women into com- 
bat. 

Huckabee, an ordained Southern Baptist minister, defended 
his record, saying he appointed many women to high positions 
in state government and on his staff during his 10 1/2 years as 
Arkansas governor. 

“Tf you look at my cabinet, I had more women in my cabinet 
and on my staff in key positions, including chief of staff, than 
any other governor probably in Arkansas history,” Huckabee 
said on ABC’s “Good Morning America.” 

Huckabee had been asked on the TV show about his support 
of the Baptist convention’s statement of beliefs on marriage. 
The former Arkansas governor and his wife Janet signed a full- 
page ad in USA Today in support of the statement with 129 
other evangelical leaders in 1998. 

Huckabee was supported by 17 percent of women in a 
nationwide AP-Ipsos poll earlier this month.

After tag, Edwards backs off criticism

IOWA CITY, lowa — At a 
key moment during a labor- 
sponsored debate in August, 
John Edwards laid down a 
marker against Hillary 
Rodham Clinton. 

“The one thing you can 
count on is you will never see 
a picture of me on the front of 
Fortune magazine saying I am 
the candidate that big, corpo- 
rate America is betting on,” he 
said, an unmistakable refer- 
ence to a cover story about 
Clinton with the headline 
“Business Loves Hillary! 
(Who Knew?)” 

On his current bus tour of 
lowa, with the caucuses only 
three weeks away, Edwards 
rarely mentions his rivals. His 
campaign believes he hardly 
needs to because he spent 
months branding them — 
Clinton as the corporate 
Democrat, Barack Obama as 
the callow compromiser who 
would negotiate with special 
interests. 

On the campaign trail, his 
antagonists now are the corpo- 
rations and special interests 
themselves. The Clinton and 
Obama references are merely 
implied, hidden in a populist 
message he calls “America 
Rising.” For the former trial 
lawyer, it’s a closing argument 
to break away from a virtual 
three-way tie in Iowa and rise 
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above the fray engulfing his 
main opponents. 

“The reason we don’t have 
universal health care is the 
insurance companies, drug 
companies and their lobbyists 
in Washington,” he said in 
Grinnell, Iowa, this week, 
repeating a line in his standard 
speech. 

The unspoken message: 
Clinton tried to overhaul 
health care as first lady and 
failed; Clinton accepts politi- 
cal contributions from lobby- 
ists. 

“Some people suggest, 
"Oh, we'll be able to sit at the 
table with drug companies and 
oil companies and they're 
going to give their power 
away? Right,” he said sarcas- 
tically at another point. “It 
will never happen. I'll tell you 
when they’ll lose their power, 
when we take it away from 
them. That's when they’ll lose 
their power.” 

That’s the unmentioned 
Obama. The message? He’s 
too accommodating. 

Asked why Clinton and 
Obama critical lines are now 
missing from his repertoire, 
Edwards told The Associated 
Press: “My focus for these last 
few weeks is on a positive 
agenda. That's what * America 
rising is all about.” 

Merely not being Clinton 
seems to be enough for some 
Iowans. 

“She changes her opinions 
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from one day to the next,” said 
Ellen Ballas, a college project 
coordinator who caucused for 
Howard Dean in 2004. She 
said she would caucus for 
Edwards this time. 

“Since he began his cam- 
paign he has been concise in 
calling out the neocons and 
calling Hillary a corporate 
Democrat, which is exactly 
what she is. I think we’re 
going to get more of the same 
from her as we did with 
Bush.” 

It is not a bad time for 
Edwards. 

Clinton and Obama are 
caught in almost daily spats. 
Public and internal polls show 
Edwards has the biggest sup- 
port from the most reliable 
caucus-goers — those who 
have attended the caucuses 
before. A CNN poll this week 
showed he’s the Democrat 
who can most soundly beat 
any of the leading Republican 
candidates. 

“For him to be in a position 
where it’s a jump ball with 
three weeks to go is particu- 
larly important for Edwards 
because he hasn’t had the 
same level of high-profile sur- 
rogates and he has not been 
spending the kind of money 
that Clinton and Obama 
have,” said Jeff Link, a former 
Edwards adviser who is now 
assisting independent efforts 
on Edwards’ behalf, including 


the Iowa Service Employees 
International Union. 

Indeed, Obama has spent 
more than $6 million in adver- 
tising in the state. Clinton has 
spent about $5 million. But 
Edwards has begun to catch 
up, airing about $1 million in 
ads during the past two to 
three weeks — a level of 
spending on par with his 
rivals. His latest ad, released 
Friday, focuses on insurance 
and drug companies as well as 
lobbyists. 

The stakes are high. A 
third-place finish in Iowa 
could be deadly for any of the 
three. Even second place may 
not be good enough. Edwards 
knows, he was a surprising 
second in 2004 but failed to 
turn that into momentum. 

“What I know is that 
Senators Clinton and Obama 
have spent massive amounts 
of money in this state, far 
more than they’ve spent any- 
where else and they believe 
that it’s crucial to them,” 
Edwards said in the AP inter- 
view. “And I think an honest 
assessment would be that it’s 
important to all three of us.” 

Still, his advisers worry 
that Edwards needs to con- 
vince voters that he can 
indeed win the primary. And 
they also fret that the current 
Clinton-Obama fight could 
help Obama rather than end 
up in mutual destruction.

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Counterfeit goods a genuine danger 
Consumer reports A

Whether it’s adulterated 
medicine that can kill, bogus 
batteries that can burn or 
wannabe Guccis that simply 
wear out fast (though they 
may look stylish for a while), 
counterfeit merchandise is 
almost impossible to avoid. 

According to a recent 
investigation by Consumer 
Reports, 14,000 shipments of 
counterfeits were confiscated 
in 2006, a record year for 
seizures. Figures for 2007 
were also high. And today’s 
fakes are not just the usual 
knockoffs, which means con- 
sumers need to take special 
precautions when shopping. 

A WIDESPREAD PROB- 
LEM 

Every product is vulnera- 
ble, and fakes include truly 
unsafe merchandise. 
Investigators have seized 
brake pads made of kitty litter, 
sawdust and dried grass; 
power strips, extension cords 
and smoke alarms with phony 
Underwriters Laboratories 
(UL) marks; medical test kits 
that give faulty readings; 
toothpaste made with a chem- 
ical found in antifreeze; and 
cell-phone batteries that could 
explode. Online drugstores 
claiming to operate from 
Canada but actually based in 


other countries have peddled 
“Lipitor” and “Celebrex” pills 
stored under uncontrolled 
conditions and containing the 
wrong active ingredients. 

That's just for starters. 
Among the phonies are some 
typical suspects: handbags, 
clothes, watches and amusing- 
ly renamed colognes such as 
Essey Miyami instead of Issey 
Miyake. But there are also 
surprising fakes, including 
golf balls, oil filters and baby 
formula. With some, the low 
price is a giveaway, such as a 
$2,000 Prada purse for $35. 
Others are priced close to 
retail to fool shoppers. 

Vendors still peddle fakes 
on city streets. When CR sent 
a reporter to see what he could 
find in New York, he ended up 
in a decrepit building with 
false doors, movable walls 
and 20 or 30 women sewing 
clothes. Counterfeits are also 
sold where people meet in 
person: flea markets, salons, 
swap meets, college campus- 
es, libraries and “purse par- 
ties” in private homes, at 
which a dealer shows mer- 
chandise. 

And counterfeiting is not a 
victimless crime. People sell- 


ing $20 purses are fronting for 
crime networks that promote 
child and sweatshop labor, 
prostitution, human traffick- 
ing and gang violence, among 
other illicit activities. 

AVOIDING THE DAN- 
GERS 

The easiest way to avoid 
counterfeits is to deal with 
reputable retailers authorized 
to sell a manufacturer’s prod- 
ucts. Be suspicious of third- 
party Web sites that offer deep 
discounts for products that are 
usually pricey. The auction 
site eBay said it has been the 
target of lawsuits and threat- 
ened lawsuits from the likes of 
Rolex, Louis Vuitton and 
Christian Dior for, in part, not 
doing enough to banish fakes. 
Manufacturer sites typically 
include a list of authorized 
resellers or a phone number to 
call for that information. 

OTHER TIPS 

e Think twice before buy- 
ing at deep-discount and dol- 
lar stores, which have been 
sources of fake holiday lights, 
extension cords, toothpaste 
and batteries. 

e Avoid no-name products. 
A manufacturer's name and 
address is no guarantee of 


safety, but at least it lets peo- 
ple contact the company to try 
to remedy problems. 

e Don’t buy if the seller 
won't provide a receipt or if 
warranty data is missing. 

e Inspect labels and packag- 
ing. Missing or expired “use 
by” dates, broken or missing 
safety seals, misspellings or 
unfamiliar or flimsy packag- 
ing for big-name brands 
should send up a warning flag. 

e For electrical goods, look 
for the UL safety mark. A sil- 
ver holographic seal is 
required on decorative light- 
ing made worldwide and on 
fans, other lighting and simi- 
lar products made in China. 
Consumer Reports advises 
consumers who suspect a 
phony label to contact UL at 
www.ul.com. 

e It’s especially hard to tell 
whether car parts are authen- 
tic. Use a mechanic who has 
been reliable or a new one 
who has been recommended. 

e Shoppers who suspect 
that they unwittingly pur- 
chased a counterfeit product 
should contact the manufac- 
turer. Many company Web 
sites have a link for reporting 
suspected fakes. Some sites, 
such as Callaway Golf, spell 
out exactly how to spot 
knockoffs. 


Getting out of a limited partnership 


, Just give the charity the whole lot! 

Q: Each year, I receive a Schedule K- 
1 that shows about $8,000 listed as “part- 
ner’s capital account analysis: Ending 
capital account.” Some years ago, a fam- 
ily member set up a partnership that 
included me as a partner. I did not ask to 
be a partner and have no knowledge of 
what assets the partnership has or how 
the partnership gets managed. The family 
member who acts as the managing part- 
ner will provide no information. I’m tired 
of paying taxes on partnership income 
when I have no idea what this partnership 
is all about. Is there some way for me to 
determine how this partnership operates, 
what role I play in it, and how to liquidate 
my share? I want out. 

A: Welcome to the world of limited 
partnerships, where everyone hates the 
tax implications. Your experience is com- 
mon: You get a K-1 (instead of a 1099), 
which usually arrives late in the tax-prep 
season, and often forces you to pay taxes 
on money you never received. In most 
cases, you can’t sell your units, which 
means you’re stuck: You’ll continue to 
get K-1s each year, forcing you to pay 
taxes annually. Eventually, when the part- 
nership reaches its end (which might not 
be for 37 years, sorry) you might owe a 
lot of taxes all over again. And if you get 
losses, you probably won’t be able to 
deduct them on your tax return (sorry 
again). 

Most LPs are formed and managed by 
independent investment advisers for the 
benefit of fee-paying clients. Investors 
are willing to buy these things because 
they are supposed to get substantial prof- 
its, much of which are often tax-shel- 
tered. But when families create them for

their own use, there are typically other 
goals in mind. And when members of the 
family are forced to pay taxes for no 
apparent reason, like you are, the general 
partner (the one who’s operating the part- 
nership) usually distributes enough cash 
to enable you to pay the taxes. Looks like 
your relative isn’t doing this. 

Is there any silver lining here? Yes: 
You are a limited partner. This means you 
have no role to play (to answer your 
question). You are solely an investor; all 
rights and responsibilities belong to the 
general partner. That means he’s in full 
control. But it also means he has unlimit- 
ed personal liability for anything that 
goes wrong. If the partnership gets sued, 
he’s personally liable. This is a big, big 
risk, which is why I always discourage 
my clients from joining any limited part- 
nership as a GP. As an LP, you have no 
fears in this regard. 

The fact that you’re getting no infor- 
mation suggests that there might be prob- 
lems. Maybe the GP is keeping all the 
income. Perhaps the asset owned by the 
partnership isn’t able to produce any cash 
for distribution to the family. If the asset 
is losing money or incurring other prob- 
lems, like fraud or lawsuits, it’s under- 
standable that the GP doesn’t want to tell 
anyone. But it’s also improper not to tell

DEAR BRUCE: I have read all your 
articles about time-shares -- how they are 
a bad investment, sold to consumers 
under pressure, are not worth it with the 
tax and maintenance fees, etc. 
Unfortunately, I didn’t believe you and 
bought into one anyway. We have never 
been able to use it, and now we’re trying 
to sell it. Even that's not working. Is it 
stupid to stop paying the maintenance 
fees and taxes and let the ownership 
revert back to the original owners? Are 
we opening ourselves up to a bad credit 
rating for the rest of our lives? -- Should 
Have Listened, via e-mail 

DEAR SHOULD HAVE: Unhappily, 
it’s not all that simple. If you don’t pay 
the fees and taxes, it may not revert back 
to the original owners. Oftentimes, the 
owners don’t want the time-share, and 
they will bring an action against you for 
the deficiency. The credit rating is the 
least of your problems. You may 
approach the original owners; they may 
or may not be willing to strike a deal. 
Their point of view, more often than not, 
is that you have to pay us, we don’t want 
it back and we will go to court to get gar- 
nishments or whatever it takes to make it 
happen. 

Unfortunately, there are many of you 
in this predicament. You would be

DEAR BRUCE: I have $35,000 in 
equity in my home that I bought 10 years 
ago. Soon I will be getting married, and 
my husband and I will be moving to 
another state for his job. Pm not sure 
what I should do with my house. Should 
I sell it and use the equity as a down pay- 
ment on another house, or keep it, rent 1t 
and sell it later? -- S.J., via e-mail 

DEAR S.J.: By all means, try and sell 
the house. If you can sell it now, you will 
have no taxes to pay. Later on, you clear- 
ly will. Beyond that, rarely is a single- 
family home a decent investment for rent 
and, finally, who wants to be a landlord in 
another state? That is a VERY difficult 
thing to accomplish and to do well. I 
can't think of one substantive reason to 
hang on to this property. All of the above 
and more indicate that selling is the way 


to go.

I'd suggest that you talk with others in 
the family. There’s strength in numbers, 
so see if you can arrange a family meet- 
ing to include the GP.

Q: An agent has shown me a proposal 
for long-term care insurance that includes 
a non-forfeiture option. What do you 
think about this? 

A: We do not typically advise clients 
to buy the non-forfeiture option on their 
long-term care plans. 

The non-forfeiture option allows you 
to retain policy benefits equal to the pre- 
miums you have paid. For example, let’s 
say you bought a policy and paid $3,500 
annually for 15 years before you stopped 
paying premiums. If you later submitted 
a claim, you would have $52,500 avail- 
able in claim money. This would be paid 
in accordance with the policy’s benefit 
limit. At $415 a day (what the policy ben- 
efit might be 15 years from now after 
adjusting for inflation), you would have 
126 days of coverage (about four 
months). 

That’s not much in relative terms. As a 
result, non-forfeiture is a costly rider that 
does not make sense. If you buy long- 
term care insurance, you need coverage 
forever, so you should pay for that policy 
forever.

DEAR READER: She definitely 
went to a seminar that I would describe 
more appropriately as a “sales pitch.” 
There is nothing wrong with pitching 
people for the selling of services. I don’t 
see a justification for a fee of this size, 
however. Certainly people need their 
wills updated from time to time, but that 
should be nowhere near a $5,000 fee. It 
doesn’t look to me as if their situation is 
complicated. There may be state estate 
taxes, so consult a local accountant.

DEAR OCT2667US: If you visit www.apple.com, you 
can often find refurbished iPods. The model you’re look- 
ing for is $99 on the Web site. 

DEAR SARA: I was watching a TV show, and they 
mixed a capful of bleach with dish liquid in the sink to 
soak the dish rag overnight. Is this safe? -- Jayne, 
Pennsylvania 

DEAR JAYNE: I would not mix bleach with dish liq- 
uid or with any other cleanser. The combination could cre- 
ate toxic fumes. 

DEAR SARA: I left some hardboiled eggs out last 
night. I forgot about them and just noticed them again this 
afternoon. Are they bad now? -- Tammy, Virginia 

DEAR TAMMY: I would toss them. Eggs should be 
refrigerated soon after cooking them. Once boiled and 
refrigerated properly, they should be consumed within a 
week. I would not risk eating eggs that have been left out 
longer than two hours. I’m not a fan of fever, abdominal 
pain or diarrhea. 

DEAR SARA: I bought yeast in bulk, and I am not sure 
what is equivalent to the small packets I buy. Most recipes 
call for the small packets, and I am not sure how many 
teaspoons are in a small packet. -- Amy, Indiana 

DEAR AMY: A packet is typically 2-1/4 teaspoons. 

DEAR SARA: I’m going to try to make some gifts in 
a jar this year. I have some recipes for different cookie 
mixes to put in the jar. How do I know what size jar to 
use? I’ve looked everywhere and can’t seem to find out. I 
don’t want to end up putting the ingredients in a jar that is 
too huge or way too small. -- Acrossmyheart, via e-mail 

DEAR ACROSSMYHEART: The majority of jar mix 
recipes are placed in wide-mouth quart-size jars. Mason 
jars are available in wide-mouth 1/2-gallon size, so you 
can double your gift in a jar or layer mix recipes, too. 

DEAR SARA: Pd like to make my 7-year-old nephew 
a craft kit for a gift. I'm looking for suggestions on sup- 
plies to put together in a box to help get him started. -- 
JanieD, via e-mail 

DEAR JANIED: There are so many supplies you can 
add. Consider items such as pom poms, craft sticks, glue, 
paints, wiggle eyes, chenille stems, felt, yarn, feathers, tis- 
sue paper, clay, stickers, glitter, beads, buttons and tape. If 
you’re looking to reuse common household items, you 
could include old greeting cards, magazines, wrapping 
paper, baby food jars, milk jugs, brown grocery bags and 
paper tubes. 

DEAR SARA: Broccoli is the loss leader this week at 
the grocery store. I used the florets this evening, but I 
don’t want to throw away the stalks. Do you know if it’s 
OK to shred the stalks to make broccoli slaw, or would 
that be too hard on the tummy? Any other suggestions for 
the stalks? -- Kiveve, North Carolina 

DEAR KIVEVE: You can chop the stalks and boil, 
steam, blanche or microwave them. They can be used in 
recipes such as soups, casseroles, stir fry and broccoli 
slaw. For slaw, simply cut them julienne style. You can 
peel the stalk a bit with a potato peeler to remove any parts 
of the exterior that appear too tough and cook them with 
the florets, too. Consider starting the stalks a few minutes 
ahead because they take longer to cook.
